DEATHS  -  The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  vjas  100  viz,  70  in  the 
district  and  30  outside  it  -  3  deaths  were  persons  not  normally  resident 
in  the  district  -  viz.  t'wo  infants  at  Paxton  Park  (one  tw^o  days  old  and 
one  four  days  old)  and  on^  visitor.  This  gives  97  deaths  of  residents 
and  a  crude  death  rate  of  approximately  15  per  1000.
